A 
smooth and mostly brilliant example. Some 
light patches of patina are visible around the 
penpheries. 

190 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 66 NGC. A 
gorgeous gem toned in shades of 
antique-gold, cinnamon, and blue. 

191 1920 Pilgrim MS 66 NGC. Colorful golden- 
russet toning embraces the borders. 

192 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned, a 
small mark shows by the Pilgrim's mouth. 

193 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 NGC. Speckled rus¬ 
set and charcoal toning in the protected areas. 

194 1937 Roanoke MS 66 NGC. Brilliant with a 
hint of color. 

195 1937 Roanoke MS 67 PCGS. Lime-green 
and golden colorations have gathered from 
the original cardboard holder of issue. 

196 1936 Robinson MS 66 NGC. Beautifully 
toned with a mixture of golden, cnmson. and 

197 1935-S San Diego MS 66 PCGS. Fully brilliant 

198 1935 Spanish Trail MS 66 NGC. The vulner¬ 
able fields are virtually mark-free and lightly 
covered with some milky patina. 

199 1935-S Texas MS 67 PCGS. The complete 
absence of toning accents the bright mint 


200 1938-D Texas MS 67 PCGS. A blazing, 
white, superb example. 

201 1937 Texas PDS Set NGC. The P-mint and 
D-mint grade MS 66, the S-mint is MS 65. 
The P-mint shows abundant golden-red ton¬ 
ing, the D-mint is covered with milky patina, 
the S-mint shows light obverse color, the 
reverse is deeper in tone. 


202 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Well struck 

and clean with a hint of golden color.203. 

1936 Wisconsin MS 66 NGC. Virtually free 
of marks and tinted a uniform gray-golden 
and lilac color. 

PATTERNS 

204 1854 Large Cent, Judd-160, Pollock-187, R.4, 
PR 65 Brown NGC. The design is similar to 
that on production Large rents except there 
are no stars on the obverse, and the diameter 
is smaller. Struck in copper with a plain edge. 
Deep brown patina evenly covers both sides. 
The fields are nicely mirrored, but some of the 
highpoints are not fully struck up. 

205 1858 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-204, Pollock- 
248, R.5, PR 63. Flying Eagle pattern with 
the hook-necked eagle. The reverse has an 
oak wreath with a broad shield at the top 
that was intended to replace the tired 
Longacre agricultural wreath used on his 
three-dollar coin and Flying Eagle cent. 
Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge 
Both sides are moderately mirrored and 
have golden-tan and gray patina. 

206 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-213, Pollock-251, 
R.7, PR 62 PCGS. This pattern has the reg¬ 
ular obverse of 1859, dated 1858. paired 
with the reverse of 1856-8. Struck in copper- 
nickel with a plain edge. Boldly struck with 
some reflectivity still seen, two noticeable 
spots on the obverse are noted as well as 
some subdued golden-tan patina. 

207 1863 Indian Head Cent, Judd-299. Pollock- 
359, R.3. PR 65 Brown NGC. An experi¬ 
mental piece struck from the regular dies 

bronze with a plain edge. Medallic alignment 
of the dies. The more common thin planchet 
vanety. Deep tan and multicolored irides¬ 
cent colors lend eye appeal to the well pre¬ 
served, glittering surfaces. 

208 1865 Three-Cent Nickel, Judd-410, Pollock- 
481, R.7, PR 64 NGC. Very similar to the 
adopted design, the most obvious difference 
being in the width of the ribbon ends. Struck 
in nickel with a plain edge. Medium gray 
toning over both sides. 

209 1869 Standard Silver Dime, Judd-702, 
Pollock-781, R.5, PR 65 PCGS. Standard 
Silver dime with the head of Liberty deco¬ 
rated with three stars and a scroll below. 
The reverse has 10 CENTS in the center 
with a wreath of oak and laurel around. 
Struck in silver with a reeded edge. Deep, 
golden-rose and yellow-green toning cov¬ 
ers both sides with deep mirrors in the 
fields. 


210 1870 Standard Silver Dime, Judd-849, 
Pollock-956, R.5-6, PR 65 NGC. Standard 
Silver motif that depicts Liberty wearing a 
headband with one star at the front. The 
motto is in the exergual area below the bust 
and UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is at 
the top. The reverse has 10 CENTS 1870 in 
the center, surrounded by a wreath of cotton 
and com, with STANDARD at the top of that 
side. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. 
Deep, blue-gray toning covers both sides 
accented with some golden highlights. 

211 1871 Dime, Judd-1085, Pollock-1221, R.7, 
PR 65 Brown NGC. A scarce pattern dime 
that features Liberty seated with left hand 
resting on a globe, right hand holding a pole 
with cap on top, and conjoined flags behind. 
The reverse is from the regular issue dies. 
Struck in copper with a reeded edge. Deeply 
toned in rich, multicolored iridescent hues, 
both sides are nicely reflective. There are a 
few minor carbon flecks noted on the 

212 1 873 Trade Dollar, Judd-1277, Pollock- 
1419, R.6-7, PR 65 PCGS. A head of 
Liberty faces left with 13 stars and the 
date below.

Barber's design for the Metnc dollar with the 
large head of Liberty on the obverse, and 
reverse that has the composition of the coin 
in the center surrounded by a wreath of cot¬ 
ton and com with DEO EST GLORIA at the 
top. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. 
Muted cherry-red color, well balanced from 
side to side, and totally spot-free. 

214 1864 Ten-Cents, Judd-381. Pollock-449, 
R.7, PR 63 Red PCGS. Regular die trials 
issue for the Seated dime. Struck in copper 
with a reeded edge. The surfaces sport faint 
blue, lavender, rose, and yellow shadings at 
the margins in addition to the basic red in
